The sinking fund on. the 
(Crisp Loan is now in arrears as from 
1929. Another loan which has a charge 
fon the Sait revenues is the Five per 
ent, Huzcang Rollwey Loan of 1911. 
On this loan one half-yearly coupon 
been paid each year since 1926, 
Wing 5% sears’ interest in arrears, 
vhile amortization is nine years in 
arrears.

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CHINA IN LONDON 
Jan, 14, 


Mr. Quo Tai-chi and the China 
Association happily interchanged 
views last month at the Associa 
tion's annual dinner. Compli- 
mentary obligations did not pre~ 
vent the Chinese Minister from 
making shrewd references to cur 
ent political problems in the Far 
East, Mr. Quo Tai-chi was on 
sound ground in urging that the 
hanged conditions here did not 
alter the fundamentals of the situa 
tion which, twelve years gu, 
induced the ‘Nine Powers at Wash= 
ington to come to certain definite 
resolutions regarding the position 
of China, Mr. Quo, with rearon, 
pointed out that at’ that time the 
Chinese Government at Peking was 
‘a chadow Government whose writ 
did not run much beyond the city 
‘walls, The contrast between that 
and the present administration at 
‘Nanking was significantly stressed. 
by the Chinese Minister. And he 
‘was also justified in pointing out 
that the present Government of 
China has remained in power for 
an exceptionally long time despite 
a succession of grave natural and 
political calamities. ‘This attitude 
may be noted as a salutary cor= 
recilve to views which, at times, 
‘seem to dwell unseasonably und 
morbidly on the shortcomings and 








failures. which the Government} 


hhere has not boen able to conceal 
or rectify. It would be easy, for 
‘example, to give chapter and verse 
for a disposition to rebut Mr. Quo 
‘Tai-chi's contention that Chinese 
dependability in commercial tro1 
actions still commands acceptar.ce. 
Just 4 this moment when the un- 
favourable trade balance has 
@rawn pointed attention to the 
handicaps imposed on the in- 
dustrial development and export 
‘trade of the country by uncon 
sidered reimentation, unauthorized 
taxation, imposts levied in dis~ 
guise, vexatious procedure and 
fiscal’ duties which seem directly 
to belie official statements of 
polley, the suggestion that there is 
nothing tohamper co-operation be~ 
tween the foreign trader and the 
people of this country has a sadly 
ironic sound. 

‘Yet Mr. Quo Tai-chi and the 
China Association were right an 
‘their general line of approach to 
Smo-British issues. Sir Geerge 
Macdonogh happily defined the 
Position of the reasonable British 
resident In China when he said 

“With our large and varied in- 
terests in China there are times 
when the decision of the Chinese 

Government does not suit us. That 

ig inevitable, The same kind of 

thing happens in “other countries 

‘all over the world. And, natural~ 

ly, st ie part of the duly, of 

Body such as this to do its best 

for its members. But it is also its 

duly to seize every possible op= 
portunity for co-operation with 

China... 

And Mr. Quo Tai-chi frankly ac- 
cepted that definition in the open- 
ing sentences of his reply: “tiere 
fare bound to be differences but 
need never be cleavages”. ‘There 
can be little doubt that the 
patriotic Chinese statesman must 
view foreign co-operation with 
considerable diffidence in the light 
of even recent events—to avoid 
the arid task of exploring past 
history. Recognizing the inevit 
able need of securing foreign as- 
sistance in some form or other. the 
Chinese Government, if only for 
the protection of ” its political 
reputation, is entitled to scrutinize 
‘the methods‘and manners by wich 
that assistance is vouchsafed. So 
it is probable that, in future ycers, 
a policy will be developed to 
limit the employment of foreign 
experts to severely-defined terms 
and to endeavour, as far as pos- 
sible, to dispense with that form of 
assistanee to which, for various 
reasons, strings have been attached, 
to use’ a convenient colloquial 
ism. ‘This has led to the ultimate 
contusion of policies and the

Jdeteat of benevolent purposes. 
Even the modern plan of em- 
ploying advisers deputed by the 
League of Nations has come in| 
itor eriticism. ‘There again a 
‘modification of the form of engage 
ment may eventually be found to 
be desirable. 

But, while admitting the need! 
for further foreign co-operation it 
Is essential to note the obstacles 
which stand in the way of fulfill- 
ing that laudable aim. The Gov- 
‘ernment still seems to lack that} 
jco-ordirating energy which alone| 
Jean relieve it of the embarrass- 
ment of finding the independent, 
work of one department complete- 
ly upsetting the _indepencent| 
Jendeaveur of another. Of what, 
use, for example, is it to encourage| 
the’ development of the distr:bu- 
tion of chemicals required for the| 
agricultural industries, if, by the 
Jdevice of setting up an insvection| 
bureau, that distribution is sup- 
Jiected fo what amounts to a crush- 
Ing form of taxation? Up-country 
the other day the dealers in weed 
Joil were suddenly confronted by 
the creation of a Central Govern 
ment inspection bureau. The fi 
nancial advantages. of this bureau. 
—from the tax-collectors’ point of 
‘view—inspired the local provincial 
authorities to follow suit, with the 
result that an industry which 
might play a valuable part In. 
reducing the country’s _econcmie 
distress, is heavily handicapped. 
‘This does not apply solely to for-| 
jeign enterprises. Chinese industri- 
alists know to their cost that the: 
creation of a factory is often a| 
temptation to the ingenuity of the: 
local taxation expert. ‘The result! 
{is that the infant or adolescen: in- 
dustry is continually drained of 
its resources; it cannot maintain 
Itself in proper trim and its w'ti- 
mate disappearance is only a mat- 
ter of time, Industries ought to 
bear their fair share of contribu- 
tions to the support of the Govern-_ 
ment. They should not be mode 
the milch cows of the improvident 
jadministrator. Emphasis carnot 
be too strongly laid on this nced 
for better co-ordination for it 
affects the wider issues which Mr. 
/Quo Tai-chi raised in his ref-rence 
to China's political stability in the 
Far East. Recent controversies 
have brought into prominens: th. 
importance of reviewing the pre-

THE BARNBY REPORT 
Jon, 1, 

Happily the report of the 
Barnby Mission, as summarize? on| 
‘the basis of material now to hand 
by the mail, so sedulously avoids 
political issues that its value as an| 
jeconomie document can be frcely| 
examined. Circumstances have 
tended to obscure the fact that the 
Mission was concerned with 
‘Anglo-Japanese trade relations and 
‘not _merely with the information 
which it incidentally gleaned in| 
the course of the joumey to Man- 
churia. Critics who point to the! 
strict limitations of that journey’ 
seem to be under the impression 
that Lord Barnby and his. 
colleagues were eupposed to) 
combine commercial activities with 
a kind of revisionist imitation of 
[the Lytton Commission. In spite 
of the Irrelevancies of certain press 
comment in Manchoukuo and. 











Jcepted the guidance of the Japan- 
Jese authorities who arranged the 
/Manchurian interlude. ‘The Report 
gives an adequate account of eco- 
nomic conditions in Manchuria 
jwithout pretending {0 pass judg- 
‘ment on political issues. Nor does

[from attempting to trade in Man- 
jchuris. Japanese interests are 
clearly to receive dominant ccnsi- 
eration there and the doctrine of 
the “open door” find no 
more countenance than that basic 
attitude makes it convenient to 
permit. The special articles in 
Jwhich this journal's Peking cor- 
Tespondent has been contributing 
pressions of his own recent tour 
jin Manchuria, must confirm the 
[view that Manchurian development 
has proceeded apace under Jap- 
Janese auspices, It is not unreason- 
Jable for the Japanese to feel that, 
to their former “special interests” 
jis now added the important obliga 
jtion of an ambitious and comrre- 
hensive plan for the full utilization 
Jof Manchurian resources. Mr. 
Takahashi is not likely to allow 
this point to be overlooked. The 
Jopportunities, therefore, for the 
jnon-Jcpanese trader in Manchuria, 
Jwill be severely limited. The 
Barnty Mission seems to be under 
Ro delusion there. 

‘Of possibly more lasting value is 
the Mission's general conclusions 
regarding the industrial progress of 
Japan herself, with special refer- 
fence to the competition set_up 
against British products in markets 
loverseas. ‘The strong deprecation 
Jof anything like a trade war 
between Great Britain and Japan 
is to be welcomed. ‘This accords 
with commonsense appreciatior: of 
the facts: 

It is highly probable that Japanese 

‘exports of wool textiles, certain 

forms of chemicals and light pre- 

cision and other machinery ‘will 
become increasingly evident. We 
do not, however, believe for one 

Instant that Japan is in a position 

to capture world trade, elther in 

‘all markets or in all. products. or 

to destroy the high developed in- 

dustries of the West, and in porti- 
cular those of our own courtry. 

Serious thinkers tn Japan do not 

cherish the iiusion that Japan is 

‘going to run every other country 

‘Out of Business. 

‘Thus the Report should do much 
to correct the still current fallacies 
regarding the actual significance of 
Japcnese industrial enterprises. 
To industry Japan 1s foreed to 
Took for the solution of her popu 
lation problem. In agriculture in- 
tensive cultivation’has made use of 
levery suitable acre. Japanese are 
not disposed to emigrate and, in 
any case, the scope for their 
jemigation’ s not great. This has 
‘been shown by experience of Jap- 
anese emigration in Korea and 
Manchuria—points to which the 
Barnty Report specifically refers. 
‘The popular delusion that — the 
jcheapness of Japanese goods is 
due to exceptionally ruthless ex- 
ploitation of labour is firmly re 
jected. ‘The Japanese labourer has 
his requirements satisfied by the 
scale of wages paid. The standard 
in Japan is totally different from 
that in Western countries, It is 
not necessarily lower. The simple 
tastes of the whole people are re- 
flected in the fact that between 
the style of living of the wealthy 
merchant and that of his hurrble 
Jemployee there often 1s little sub- 
stantial difference, all things con- 
sidered. Nor is this uniformity 
due to lack of culture, rathor is it 
the expression of a ‘severe _sim- 
plicity to which culture is far 
more friendly than to ostentatious 
wealth. 

Whether the industrial policy of 
Japan will actually solve "the 
Population problem remains to be 
jseen. The Barnby Mission has ite 
Jdoubts. Nor is it certain that 
Japan can continue to avoid the 
‘creation of luxury standards which 
have everywhere else followed in 
the wake of prosperity and the 
march of invention. ‘The West has 
prided itself on instituting metkods 
for averting the crudities of in- 
ternecine strife. It should not 
falter in devising similar means to 
avoid the equal erudities of trade 
warfare. Indeed, the world may 
eventually find ‘that by tackling 
‘that delicate economic issue, it 
may automatically put into. its 
hands the means for establishing 
political peace on firmer and 
Detter lines than at present scem 
to be vouchsafed. ‘The Barnby 
Report deserves, therefore, consi- 
erable attention:on account of its 
frank assertion that a trade war 
between Great Britain and Japan 
should be avoided by the exercise 
‘of ordinary friendship and reason- 
‘able consideration. While It is

In other words, 
‘Anglo-Japanese co-operation in 
developing the backward markets 
Jot the world and in ascertaining 
respective interests is recommend- 
‘ed. The Report also urges frequent 
intercharge of visits by leaders of 
industry—the point well made by 
‘Sir Harry McGowan on his recent 
‘trip to the Far East—and it also 
‘makes constructive suggestions for 
agreement on such issues as 
{tionalization, regional development 
Jand price-ranging. ‘The argument 
Jconcludes with the view that this 
joint action would, in fact, be 
valuable to the two countries and 
also to the world at large by 
hhelping to restore a freer stream 
lof trade generally. On these lines 
there will be hearty endorsement 
jot the Mission's findings. A sin- 
‘cere tribute to the statesmanlike 
spirit of its report naturally 
follows. 











AU REVOIR 


Jan, 12. 


One of Shanghai's residents 
whose departure from this port 
will be greatly regretted is M. 
Jacques Meyrier, Consul-General 
for France, who leaves to-da/ on 
holidays. And that, not only 
Decause of his personal popularity, 
but also because of the very real 
‘work he has done for the French 
Concession during the term of 
‘offce which has just concluded. 
Indeed 50 excellent has been his 
work that M. Meyrier may without 
the slightest exaggeration be look- 
ed upon as one of the outstanding 
French Consuls-General who have 
served during the long history of 
the French Concession. It has to 
‘be remembered that the French 
‘Consul-General in Shanghal oe- 
‘cupies a very prominent position 
{in the life of the community he 
‘comes to serve. For not only is 
he the representative of his 
country for consular purposes— 
fand that alone involves responsi- 
bilitler_ which are by mo means 
light—but he is the executive 
head of the whole administration 
‘of the Coneession, the local fount 
ef authority und’ a man upon 
‘whose policies the success of the 
government of the Concession 
must in the long run depend. ‘That 
he his the valuable assistance of 
‘a body of selected men in the ad- 
ministration of municipal aftsirs 
'does not in any way detract trom 
the weightiness of the burden 
which he has to shoulder personal- 
ly, and his task when he arrived 
in’ Shanghai to commence this last 
term of offlce was rendered tone 
the easier by the fact that he had 
to occupy a position in which a 
ong list of very able men have 
made excellent names for them- 
selves. 

‘As has been pointed out in an- 
other journal M. Meyrier's last 
term of office here has been one 
of administrative reform. Coming 
from Ticntsin, where he hi 
already established his reputation 
as un administrator, M. Meyrier 
was faced with the necessity of 
making changes to bring the 
municipal service to a state of 
‘efficiency more in consonance with 
‘the growing needs of the Conces- 
sion. Not that his predecessors 
had to any appreciable extent fail 
ed to keep pace with increasing 
demands, but a time had come 
when it was necessary to re~ 
‘organize the service in a manner 
best calculated to meet the needs 
of a rapidly expanding community. 
The list of achievements recorded 
under his guidance is a formidable 
‘one, too long for extended men- 
tion in this column, but chief 
of them, perhaps, is the reform of 
the police system in which he has 
jeffected a change in a large pro- 
[portion of the personnel, exacting 
from those he selected’ to serve 
under him a high degree of 
‘morality and real technical com- 
petence which has wrought 
Jenormous improvements in the 














Police force. In that he was ussist- 
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ed by Capt. Fabre who came trom 
‘Tientsin at the same time. In the 
Jsceretariat similar improvements 
have been made, and indeed 
‘throughout the whole of the 
municipal service changes 
have been brought about 
which have raised the whole 
system to a very high degree of 
efficiency, fully capable of dealing 

ith the ‘expansion in the Conces- 
sion which may be confidently 
expectod. “That is why,” states 
‘the “Journal de Shanghai”, 
‘whose sentiments are to be most 
cordially endorsed, “the admiris- 
‘tration of M. Meyrier will leave a 
durable souvenir to Shanghal, It 
has contributed greatly to the 
embellishment of the Concession 
‘and improvement in the general 
‘well-being, as well as to the good 
renown of France in the Far 
East” 

So many prophets are not 
without honour save in thelr own 
‘country that it is pleasant to be 
fable thus to refer to the tribute 
Paid M. Meyrier by his own 
countrymen. He did not have a 
particularly enviable task before 
him when he came to Shanghai. 
‘All manner of difficulties had to 
be met, but he dealt with them 
tna manner which has earned for 
him the admiration of all classes 
of the community, even of those 
who may have from time to time 
not always agreed with his views. 
He faced the task before him with 
8 firmness of purpose, reinforced 
‘with great tact, and devoted to his 
‘work an assiduity for which there 
‘ean be nothing but praise. AS a 
result, he leaves the Concession in 
‘a much better condition than 
when he found it. His labours 
have already begun to bear fruit, 
and if the service of his country 
does not lead his steps back to 
‘Shanghai—though there are many 
who earnestly hope it will—he 
eaves the port conscious of having 
gone through a term of offlee not 
able for work well in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the very 
fine service to which he belongs, 
‘and the knowledge that his de- 
arture will be regretted by those 
‘who knew of his sterling worth 
before he came here as Consul 
General, and whose knowledge has 
been confirmed by the excellent 
record he leaves behind him, In 
eaving he takes with him’ the 
‘good wishes of the Community to 
himself and Mme. Mayrier wh> in 
her own sphere has been her 
Jhusband’s most capable assistant, 
fand the hope that they will both 
Jong be spared to carry on the 
‘good work which has been done. 























SHANGHAI'S SCOUTS 
Jon, 15. 


At the annual foregatheriny of 
Shanghai's Boy Scouts Council 
and its sympathizers and_suprort- 
ers last week, Mr. W. C. Cassels 
happily confessed to a discovery. 
Shanghai's problem was that of 
“Shanghai's Youth”, to which 
other problems such’as the “Out- 
side Roads” and the “Shanghai 
Mind” were subsidiary. Mr. 
Cassels might have added that ne 
and his associates in the Boy 
Scout movement here were really 
helping to solve all three problems 
bby one stroke of social endeavour. 
‘They were giving the “Shanghai 
Mina" an opportunity to escape t 
the free alr of the "Outside Rowds 
by encouraging the young men-to- 
be of this hemmed-in urban ex- 
panse to embrace the comradely 
mysteries of scout-craft, which 
essentially brought them into tunren 
‘with humanity and nature Itself. 
Sir John Brenan foreibly brought 
out the valuable message which 
the Scout’ movement had for 
Shanghai's youth ax for the youths 
of other cities of even less im- 
portance. He also showed how the 
Shanghai Boy Scout or Girl Guide 
‘can command advantages denied 
to him or her elsewhere, The 
contact with different nationalities 
—a contact which is consistent and 
art of everyday life—helps the 
Scout or Guide enormously to 
appreciate the basic universclity 
of the Scout's creed and to bring 
those proper virtues of patriotism 
and racial self-respect into decent 
focus. Sir John Brenan pointed out 
that, in Shanghai, Scouts could 
earn 

Understanding of other nationall- 

ties and’ that friendly tolerance of 

views and. customs other thon 
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part ot true eutture and fvitiny 
‘A few years ago that would ‘have 
‘been thought almost a truism too 
obvious to be stressed, even at a 
public dinner. Yet, such are the 
surprising reactions of mankind to 
misfortunes largely created by 
its own errors, it is hixhly 
nocessary to emphasize that 
thought ‘to-day when, all over the 
world, youth is being urged by 
mistaken leaders to wrap itself 
‘once more in the tenuous garment 
‘of an exclusive nationalist selt- 
suMeiency. 

‘But Shanghai's Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides need not trouble their 
fheads, for the moment, over the 
mutterings of dictators ond 
caucuses away from the mage 
circle of the Whangpoo. ‘They can 
happily venture forth to the outer 
hunting grounds of this city. under 
brotherly or sisterly direction, 
secure in the knowledge that they 
fare developing minds and bodies 
for the greater same which lies 
‘ahead of them in life. The conditicns 
here place a severe restriction on 
the ambitions of games-masters 
and the like, That ts where Lora 
Baden Powell's movement Is so 
health-giving to Shanghai's youth. 
It takes them out to the open-air, 
it shows them what they can do 
for themselves when there is noth= 
ing with which to do it; it brings 
the bracing draught of the outside 
winds to drive from their suscep 
tible brains the heady fumes of 
urban Inpquour. For those who have 
to find in Shanghai their life's 
work and their careers, the traln~ 
Ing, self-discipline and moral tonle 
‘of the Scout lore are immensely 
valunble, ‘They stand in good 
stead to equip the young Shang- 
hallander for the increasingly éim- 
ult task of maintaining the even 
eee! of civil efficiency. Lord Baden 
Powell has deservedly received 
world-wide gratitude for his 
Jabours in launching this great 
movement, Perhaps, he himself 
will agree that the germ of his 
{den was present In the mind of 
Rudyard Kipling when that now 
almost forgotten story “The Army 
of a Dream” was written. Kipling, 
possibly, was more concerned In 
emphasizing the civic duty of 
self-defence. Yet that story cer= 
tainly enshrined the notion of tal 
Ing the natural wickedness of 
youth and harnessing It to a na- 
onal purpose.

So admirable is the movement 
here that it seems unfortunate that

able advance of time, There is all 
the more reason to give specially 
strong support to the Rover Branch 
of the Shanghai Boy Scout Asso- 
ciation. This Branch is for boys of 
eighteen years of age.

AN ANNIVERSARY 
Jan. 10. 

‘To-day is the ninety-ffth anni- 
versary of the introduction of 
the penny post into the United | 
Kingdom, and though letters are 
not now carried at that rate, i: is 
to be hoped that the Postmaster 
General will see his way clear to 
revert to the former rate at n too 
remote a date. The carriage of 
mails has from time immemorial 
‘been the prerogative of the Crown, 
‘and the system arose out of the 
‘maintenance by governments of a 
staff of couriers for their own 
purposes, who, especially in Ger- 
many and Spain, were granted 
the privilege of carrying the mails 
of private persons. ‘The first Post- 
master General known in English 
records was Sir Brian Tuke, 
Magister Nunciorum, Cursorum, 
[sive Postarum, and from his day, 
whether the right to carry mails 
were farmed out to an individual 
‘or maintained by the Government, 
it was looked upon as a source of 
revenue and as such, its rights 
carefully guarded. Rates of post- 
age were very high, and the first 
Hill, John of that name, who had 
anything to do with the postal 
service, establisned relays of post- 
horses ‘between York and London 
undertaking the conveyance of 
letters and parcels at about half 
the rate formerly charged. He 
aimed at establishing a penny post 
in England, a twopenny postage 
for Scotland, and a fourpenny rate 
to Ireland. “He fell on evil times, 
for he infringed the government 
monopoly. His carriers were 
‘trampled down" by Cromwell's 
soldiery and though on the eve of 
the Restoration published a 
pamphlet entitled “A penny Fost; 
‘or a Vindication of the Liberty and 
Birthright of every Englishman in 
carrying Merchant’s and other 
‘Man's letters against any restraint 
of Farmers, ete,” he never suc- 
[ceeded in bringing about the re- 
form he contemplated. 

Some one hundred and thirty! 
years later William Dockwra, a 
jcustoms searcher, and Rotert 
jMurray, a clerk ‘In the Excise, 
|worked out a system for a penny 
‘post throughout London, giving 
far more extensive postal facilities 
‘than Sir Rowland Hill gave 140

years later. Dockwra carried reg 
istered and Insured letters and 
parcels up to a pound in weight 
{nd £10 in value to any place in 
London. Operating from a man- 
sion in Lime Street he had be- 
tween four and five hundred 
recelving houses and wall boxes, 
hourly collections and general 
(acilitles much ahead of his time, 
until the Jealousy of the farmers 
led to the absorption of his 
system Into the General Post 
Omice, himself receiving a pension 
for a ‘number of years as comren- 
sation. Povey, later set up a half 
Penny foot postage, to the “great 
Prejudice of the revenue,” an he 
was compelled to. desist. Tt wat 
not until 1836-1842 that ‘Sir Row- 
land Hill succeeded in effecting re- 
forms which early "made the 
penny post possible. ‘There was in 
his day no precise information as 
to the number of postal package 
fearried, though by an approximate 
festimate of the London post and 
the sums collected for postage, he | 
was able to arrive at some basis | 
for his scheme. As the resuit of 
fan Interesting calculation based on | 
these figures he estimated that the 
actual cost of transit for letters | 
and newspapers passing through 
the post was in the neighbourhood 
of one-tenth of a penny. A de- 
tailed consideration of the cost of 
mails between London and Edin- 
burgh gave the very much smaller 
sum of one-thirty-sixth of a penny 
Per package, and taxation apart, 
fhe inferred that the charge o:ght 
to be the same for every package 
of moderate weight, without refer~ 
ence to the number of Its exclo- 
sures. At the time postage varied 
from 44. to Is. 84. for a single 
sheet of paper in a packet, four 
times the charge being levied it 
it exceeded an ounce in weight £0 
that it will be realized that the 
Institution of the penny post meant 
Ja great deal to correspondents 
throughout the country. 


Sir Rowland Hill was vindicated 
{in his scheme in the very first few 
years of its working. In the first 
two years postal deliveries rose 
from about 75,000,000 pieces per 
‘annum to 196,500,000, while the 
growth since then may best be 
Judged by the fact that during 
1934 total deliveries amountes to 
no less a figure than 6,753,000,600, 
despite the fact that ‘the penny 
Post is no longer in existence. 
‘There is good ground for believing 
that, were the old rate reinstated, 
the’ increase in postal business 
would more than make up for the 
loss of revenue. It is likely, how- 
fever, that whoever occupies the 
position of Postmaster Gens:al, 
realizing that the profit forms a by. 
jo means inconsiderable portion of 
the country's revenue, would 
hesitate to embark upon'a course 
which might have an opposite 
jeffect, and though there is a very 
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favour of a reversion to the old 
rate it may still be some time 
before any change is made, In 
conclusion, it is interesting to note 
the enormous development of the 
Post Office since the days of Sir 
Rowland. The accretion of various 
departments has made the General 
Post OMice one of the busiest in- 
stitutions in the world, embracing 
most forms of communieution, 
doing a postal order business 
‘amounting to £222,832,000 last 
year, a telephone system handling 
1,880,600,000 calls per annum. 
savings bank with annual deposits 
jot £92,756,000, issuing 6,26" 000 
radio licences, paying £60,000,000 
in old age pensions, dealing in in- 
land revenue and income tax 
stamps, health and pensions in- 
surance stamps, unemployment 
insurance, war ‘pensions, and a 
number of other activities which 
would have made the simple post- 
masters general of former days 
more than a little perplexed to 
contemplate. At the rate the 
business is growing the century of

BOOK-BANNING 
Jan. 9. 
Reviewers have sympathy at 


times with outraged authority 
which seeks to reduce the eircula~ 
tion of books, Reviewers also nave 
their own problems in bandling 
‘books which affront their sensibil 

ties, They know that if they say 





‘chances are that the public, being 
after all child-Like in its mentality, 
‘will promptly proceed to buy the 


offending volume. Many a sound 
publication has been condemned to 
‘a life of dust-covered oblivion be- 
cause an enthusiastic reviewer 
wrote of it: “this book should be in 
every reference library." Few 
Governments can dispense with 
the right to ban books. Few, 
indeed, refrain from using their 
Jexecutive authority to prevent the 
dissemination of literature wnich, 
for reasons right or wrong, they 
consider to be harmful to’ those 
whom they seek to govern. Herr 
Hitler's regime was inaugurated by 
the burning of books. A famous 
Emperor of China—he who built 
the Great Wall—associated the 
‘burning of certain books with the 
institution of a new system of 
ministration and a new life. The 
Worshipful Company of Stationers 
/and Newspaper Makers has in its 
garden, behind the grimy front of 
Uudgate Hill, a tree under which, 
in olden days, books were burnt by 








strong body of public opiniou in 


‘order of the Ecclesiastical Authori- 
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ties. No doubt this spot was 
suitably pointed out to Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw the other day when 
fhe was received into the Livery of 
that four-hundred-year-old com- 
pany. Mr. Shaw himself may not 
have atiained to the dignity of 
having his books burnt: but he 
Knows the commercial advantage 
‘of having a play banned by the 
censor. He also knows that the 
Soviet’ Government, which ttully 
hhas his admiration, is alert in x= 
‘mining the literature carried by 
travellers within its territory. A 
distinguished Shanghailonder, re- 
turning here by the Siberian route, 
not long ago, found that his copy. 
of Culbertson “On Contract Bridge” 
narrowly escaped confiscation 
at Russian hands. Probably it 
was thought to contain sinister re- 
fections on the progress of the 
Five-Year-Pla 

Like the Government of t.dia 
and other august authorities, the 
Chinese Government applies the 
ban on books by means of notifira 
tion under the Customs administra 
tion. Thereby literature held to be 
harmful for residents in China to 
peruse is prevented from “entry 
into China.” No doubt experionce 
will indicate the extent to which 
this: method of procedure is effec 
tive in achieving the purpose of 
the ban, In India the process has 
led to some awkward situations, as 
for example when it was foune that 
‘among the books on the index 
expyrgatorius was written by one 
whom the whirligig of time had 
revengefully made Prime Min'ster 
of England. More than one author 
has blessed the frown of Simla snd 
Delhi for it has turned a strusaling 
first edition into a triumphant 
precursor of several “impressions,” 
as the publishers say. The inte 
Lord Brentford gave Miss Radcivfte 
Halla profitable advertisement 
‘when he took action to clear “The 
Well of Loneliness” off English 
bookstalls. ‘The United State: of. 
America ‘has tried its hand at 
banning with sometimes unexpreted 
results. It is too early yet to nay 
what fortune has attended the Nazi 
policy of whole-hearted banning. 
In Japan it is popularly supposed 
that “dangerous thoughts” come 
under official correction when 
enshrined in the printed pages of a 
book. Yet the traveller in Jopan 
will find ready to hand bookshops 
in which “dangerous thoughts” 
can be read and, what is rrore, 
purchased without any apnarent 
Tet or hindrance. The truth. of 
course, is that no authority can 
pretend to be consistent. The cir 
‘cumstances change. What is 
dangerous to-day may be eminently 
‘safe to-morrow. Olympian though 
the mind of high authority may 
be, it seldom goes to the length of 
the Tory stalwart who concluded 
his attack on the Government's 
Indian policy in the House of

from irrelevancies. In euch cir- 
‘cumstances the reader is at the

‘ance. Governments, as a rule, will 
not pretend to possess quailties 
denied to such omniscient creatures 
as publishers but they may oc- 
casionally feel that, as Homer—like 
Lord Burlelgh—nodded on ocearion. 
even publishers may not always 
know what fs good for the book- 
‘yller.

Hungtung, Shansi, Jan. 2. 

‘The Christmas season was cele- 
brated here last week with much 
enthusiasm; it seems evident that, 
however, completely the Chinese 
church ‘becomes indigenous, one > 
the traditions it will always maintain 
will be that centring round Decem- 
ber 25. On Christmas Eve there wa 
a slight fall of snow, but long 
before dawn on Christmas morning 
some enthusiasts were about singing 
carols.

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IMPROVING THE HENS IN SZECHUAN 


Interesting ‘Chicken-Rearing Experiment at West 
China Union University 


Tn China, as a whole, chickens are 
raised extensively and not Intensive 
ty. No one raises many, but many 
people raise a few, so that the sum 
total kept, mounts up to a. large 
number for the entire country, 

Dr, Lossing Buck in his study of 
2,806 farms in seventeen localities of 
Feven provinces in Chine, finds that 
62 per cent. cf all farmers kept 
poultry, and the average number 
kept was 53 chickens per farm. 


However, it is not only the farmer 
who keeps his few chickens, Almost 
every family will keep one or two 
chiekens—who are seavengers from. 
the baby chick days to maturity. 
and after laying the season's eges 
and ‘thereby supplying the family 
table, from eggs sold, with a few 
additions inthe form of spices, 
table oil for cooking, and salt, the 
“old hen is taken’ to market and 
sold for cash—about 50. cents, 
which scems like a good return on, 
the original investment of a few 
coppers. 

‘The custom seems to prevail to 
keep all roosters around until they 
fare mature. As one passes through 
the village streets, or wanders into 
the farm lots, one gets. the impres 
sion that there are really as many 
roosters kept as hens during. the 
fall, and up until Chinese New 
Years, when many of the roost 
are killed for table use on the 
Peast Days".

‘Towards “Granding Up” 

In the spring of 1933 a pen of 
Purebred Rhode Island Reds, were 
secured from the Department of 
Poultry Husbandry, British Colum- 
bia University, Canada. After weeks 
of travel and confinement, these 
birds arrived in Chengtu, to become 
the pioneers of poultry improve 
ment at the West China Union 
University, 

“Granding Up" is recognized as 
the ‘quickest and cheapest breeding 
method fof improving ordinary farm 
flocks. 

Raymond Pearl, some years ago, 
advanced the theory, ” that high 
winter production in egg iaying is 
inherited by the pullets chiefly trom 
their sires, and only slightly trom 
their dams. ‘This new light thrown 
‘on the possibilities of “Granding Up" 
as a poultry Improvement method 
has been demonstrated in many 
parts of the world. 

In this "Granding Up” exoeriment 
we have three main” features in 
mind:— 

(Q) More eggs per hen per year. 








in a shorter space of time 
(8) Bigger eggs—(not more than 
‘eight eggs to the point), and 
more uniformity in shape and 
colour of shell. 
In this first experiment then, we 
‘aimed to ascertain what an influence 
highly selected purebred peficree 
standard cockerel could have on a 
‘small flock of J0cal Chinese ‘hens.

‘The Tibetan is both gregarious and 
superstitious. One day we passed a 
company of close on thirty with their 
‘packs on thelr backs and their long 
[sticks in their hands. They were malcng. 
for Mt. Omei on the Szechuan Plain. 
‘They were happy, jolly, and some- 
times frivolous. We knew them when 
they passed as they had already 
paid us a visit. listened to our gramo- 
Phone, “heard our message, and 
|secured copies of the National Bible: 
‘Society of Scotland books. They some- 
how Teel there is a close affinity 
‘between ourselves and them: We are 
religious, 20 are they: we believe in| 
doing good, so do they: they are ac- 
‘cumulating merit and virtue, and so 
‘are we, But the bond that tickles 
them is, we speak their language, and, 
therefore, understand their hearts.

‘Though these nomadic lumas can 
consume enormous quantities of 
‘samba and drink distressing quantities 
‘of butter tea, unfortunately very few 
ff them can’ read or understand the 
‘books we give them.

The French, 
American, and Protestant presses in 
‘Tachienlu have poured out enormous 
Quantities of Christian literature, yet 
visibly, the result has been practically 
al very largely because the 
nomad and the lama are ignorant of 
thelr own language. ‘They are taught 
the value and use of the ‘Tibetan 
alphabet, but beyond this they seldom 
0. However, there are littie ethnolo- 
teal pockets where an attempt 1s 
made to explain the meaning and 
significance of words, Derge, on the 
left bank of the Yangtse, being one 
such place; but the Land of the 
Lamas as’ i touches us here 
Targely illiterate. The British 
& Foreign Bible Society produce 
very artistic gospel portions and Mr. 
‘Theo. Sorensen has some nice little 
books in Tibetan, but they are 
practically double-Duteh to the wild 
and woolly nomad who lives and 
moves and has his being on the Roof 
‘of the World.

SULPHUR BUREAU’ 
REGULATIONS 


Sale and Transport Under 
Government Control 


Shanghai, Jan, 12. 


Declaring that sulphur and nitre 
fare under the same category as ex: 
plosives, the head of the Bureau of 
Sulphur and Nitre, Klangsu Province. 
in an interview with a representative 
of the “North-China Herald,” stated 
that the gale sud transport of 
such materials naturally should come 
under the supervision of the Govern- 
‘ment. 

Some time ago, he pointed out, re- 
gulations governing the sale ‘and 
transport of sulphur and nitre were 
enforced by the Ministry of War. 
‘Though the Bureau, formerly attach- 
ed to the Ministry of War, is now 
under the Finance Ministry, these 
regulations remain practically the 
same." Merchants who require these 
materials first should report to their 
Chamber of Commerce the quantity 
needed “for the year. When this 
quantity has been checked and found 
correct, the Bureau will procure 
hhuchacs on behalf of the Merchants. 
‘Those merchants whose requirements 
are comparatively small will have to 
Purchase directly from the Bureau. 

Recently, the Bureau advertised for 
tenders for managing the transport 
and sale of sulphur and nitre in 
Kiangsu Province for the period from 
February 1, 1935, to-Janvary 31, 1938, 
‘and a minimum’ bid of $130,000 was 
‘et for paying the Yue Lee. Similarly, 
a minimum of $54,000 was set for 
those desiring to manage the trans- 
port and sale of sulphuric and nitric 
elds. 

Questioned as to the meaning of 
“Yue Lee,” the official explained that 
it was a kind of tax paid for the 
privilege of holding a virtual mono- 
poly of the sale of these materials. 
However, to prevent profiteering. the 
Government has put ‘a limit on the 
rice at which merchants may sell.

Approval was given at a. recent] 
meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the University of Nanking for the 
jerection of a building which — will 
house the private collection bronzes, 
oreelains, paintings, jades and other| 
valuable objects which Dr. J.C. 
Ferguson had donated to the Univer- 
ty. 

‘Dr. Ferguson was the first pres- 
ident of the University, holding office 
from 1888 to 1897, and has been 
director of that institution sinee that| 
time. His collection of Chinese 
objects of art was begun while he was 
in Nanking.

HOLDUP OF GEN 





Brig-Gen. E. B. Macnaghten, a 
rector of the Yee Tsong Tobecco 
Co. (formerly the B-A.T.) and Vice 
Chatrman of the Skanghal Municipal 
Council, on his return to Shang! 
on Monday gave a reporter of t 
“North-China Heralz" an authorita- 
tive account of the cident. on 
the Hangchow Highway on Friday 
morning. ‘This entirely clears soldi- 
ers, police, Salt Smuggling Preven- 
tion Corps, or any other official body 
of any complicity 1a the outrage. In- 
deed, Gen. Maen yaten was emphatic 
that no-one could have been more 
concerned over ‘ths affair, or more 
solleitous as to his future safety, than 
the many officials of all grades he 
subsequently Interviewed. ‘The 
fair appears to have been simply = 
hold-up by two igwless men,” and 
‘even they, seeminsly, were out for 
some other purpose than the mere 
‘obbery of casual travellers. 
Having an appointment. made 
through the British Consul-General in 
‘Shanghai, with Gea. Huang  Shao- 
hhslung, Chairman of the Chekiang 
Provincial Government, Gen. Mac 
nnaghten and a Chinese’ business 
sociate, in the latter's motor car. 
Teft Shanghai for Hangchow about 
830 am. on Friday. ‘ine trip was 
without ineldent vriil some twenty 
minutes before noon, between Hain- 
ing and Halyen, in the neighbourhood 
of the 76 and 77 kilometre marks 
from Hangchow. Gen. Macnaghten, 
feeling a trifle sleepy, was lying back 
in his “corner of the car, paying

Two Armed Highwaymen 
Suddenly there was an exclamation 
from his’ companion and. almost 
simultaneously, a shot. Looking up, 
Gen, Macnaghien saw the chauffeur 
ducking and noted that he was slow- 
ing the car. ‘Then be saw a Chinese 
on the offside of the car, hold~ 
ing a revolver.

‘haghten saw another Chinese, about 
10 ya. away. walking towards the car 
and covering it with a revolver.

Bicycle Suggested by Mr. 


Stimulating Use of Highways 


Bicycling may yet become 
fashionable manser of turing China 
‘for those who belong to the se-called 
backbone of any nation, namely, the 
staunch middle’ clasces, for” in’ the 
Bleyele Mr. T. I. Chao, Viee-Direcior 
‘of the Bureau of Roads of the Naz 
Honal Economie Counes, and Chairs 
man. of the Inter-Provinclal ‘Trafic 
Commission, sees a. possible solution 
for some of ‘China's mest annoying 
hnlghway problems.

their story, Joined the’ ship in Ceut 
fand, while in Buenos Aires, a dif 
ficulty arose, which now has brought 
the case to local prominence, as well 
fas including ramifications over half 
the world. : 

‘The Frumenton, a British vessel, 
was consigned to ‘Messrs. E. Everett, 
of Sahnghal (on American firm), 
with timber. One stowaway was 
Russian, who had been in Shanghai 
previously. The other wos a Polish 
citizen, while members of the crew 
are described as from various ports, 
‘According to report, the master of 
the vessel was placed under bond 
of 3,000 piastres to ensure that the 
stowaways would no longer contlict 
with the laws of any country con- 
cerned.

Until the big building which | 
being put up at the comer of 
Chekiang and “Hopeh Roads is 
finished and has had time to settle 
as far as it is going to, it is useless 
to begin work on the roads.

Causes of Flooding 
‘The principal cause of the flooding| 
of these low-lying areas is the water 
that egies up from the river through 
the storm drains. These drains run 
down the middle of the road and are 
normally fed by pipes leading from 
the gutters on each side. Owing to 
the level of parts of the Settlement 
the normal ‘procedure is reversed 
when the river is higher than the 
low-lying land. The water comes up 
the storm drains, up the pipes to the 
gutters and spreads over the road 
way. And there is no hope of dr 
Ing it away until the river sinks 








eal 
If the surfaces of the roads—and 
therefore the cutlets of the pipes 
leading to the storm drains—are 
raised between eighteen and fiftees 
Inches, it will be impossible for the 
water to come up in this fashion, and 
the areas affected will be saved from 
the inconvenience and often serious 
damage of foods 

‘Those parts of the Western District 
affected ‘by floods suffer less from 
water coming up the storm. drains 
thon from the system of storia 
drains ‘which “exists there. Thi 
particularly applies to the part round 
the corer of Bubbling Well and 
Hart Roads. ‘There the main storm 
drain does not run down Bubbling 
Well Road, but goes through the 
Hardoon Estate to Ferry Road Corner. 
‘The drain down Buboling Well Rood 
is too small to cope with the rain 
water on the road and neighbourhood 
when it is heavy, and as a result 
there are floods. 

‘This dificulty is being met by put- 
ting in a new storm drain which will 
run, not from west to east, but from 
south to north, sarrying off the sur- 
plus water into the Soochow Creek. 
‘This now drain, it is thought, will be 
ample for the needs of the area.

Legislative Yuan to Discuss 
New Regulations 


Nanking, Jan. 12. 

‘The question of an exchanges tax 
will be one of the first issues to be

While it cannot be confirmed in 
official cireles, it is reported that the 
new exchanges tax regulations will 
be promulgated on February 1. 

It will be recalled that the Ministry 
of Finance recently submitted a pro- 
Posal to the Government suggesting 
that exchanges tax be collected for 
transactions in gold bars, bonds, cot- 
ton and other commodities, ‘The pro- 
posed rates follow: 

$125 per 10,000 

Gold ‘bars: 10 cents per bar 

Cotton, raw: 80° cents per 100 plculs 

Gotton, yarn: 430. Per 100 paos 

Flour;" 10 cents per’ 1,000 paoe 

Bean ‘cakes; 70 cents per 1.000 catties| 

Bean oll; 70 cents pe” 100 plculs

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LIFTING THE VEIL FROM SOVIET RUSSIA 
Mr. J. B. Powell Describes His Recent Trip: People 


Trained in Anti- 


An exceptionally well-attended 
luncheon of the Pan-Pacifle Association

‘The yarn price agree- 
ment has checked the disastrous 
competition which had caused such 
Instability that even consumers of 
yarns gained nothing from it. More 
important, the industry has at last 
put forward a scheme which when| 
finally approved, will adjust the 
diseqeilibrium between capacity 
‘and output. ‘The proposal is that, by| 
raising £2,000,000, capacity shall be! 
reduced (o an efficient volume by| 
the purchase and elimination of 
10,000,000 spindies. ‘The scheme is to 
work by a levy enforced by the 
Government, and further Govern 
‘mental co-operation may be sum 
moned in an emergency. 














Tn the negotiations between 
Britain and Japan in the early 
months of the year, the British 


textile industry could not but re- 
cognize that Its diMeulties were due 
‘more to internal disorganization and 
eneral export dificulties than to 
Japanese competition. In point  of| 
fact, the, latter has been responsible 
for only about one-third of the con- 
traction in textile exports since 1992. 
Japan could put forward a con 
vineing argument that she had to 
face the prospect of an increase of 
more than 10,000,000 in her employ- 
able population during the next Af- 
teen years, to provide for which she 
‘would have to maintain an enormous 
export trade.

FB. Mission Report: Competition of Japan: Better 


Quality of Her Goods: 


‘The conditions in Manchoukuo and 
‘the question whether British industry 
‘can co-operate with local interests in 
its development are discussed in the 
report of the Mission to the Far East 
‘sent by the Federation of British In- 
ustries. 

‘The visit was paid in August and 
lasted till November. Apart from in- 
vestigation in Manchoukuo, another 
abject was to eslablish contact with 
representative organizations of Japan- 
eee industry and commerce. ‘The 
Mission, which was unofficial and non- 
political, consisted of Lord Barnby, 
Sir Charles Seligman, Mr. Guy 
Locoek, and Mr. Julian Piggott. 
‘Thelr report was summarized in “The 
Times" of December 21, 


In Japan visits were pald to Tokyo, 
Yokohama, Osaka, 


‘Kobe, "Nagoya, 
‘and in Man: 
‘choukuo to Hisinking, Mukden, Anshan. 
and Fushun. In’ the Kwantung 
Leased Territory a short visit was 
Paid to Dairen and Port Arthur. 
In pointing out that their con: 
clusions and observations are_neces- 
sarily of a general nature, the mem- 
bers of the Mission urge’ that those 
Industries or firms which are serlous- 
ly Interested in the possiblities of| 
the countries visited should send out 
directors or responsible representa- 
tives of their own to study the prob- 
Jems from the point of view of 
the particular Industries they repre- 
sent: “We cannot urge too strongly 
that this should be done, since com- 
paratively few responsible leaders of 
British Industry have visited Japan 
‘and Manchoukuo in recent years We 
belleve that those prominent business 
personalities who have done so will 
. Support our view that such visits are 
‘of definite value.” 


‘A Permanent Link 


In Japan the visitors found that “a 
genuine spirit of friendship existed.” 
‘They claim to have strengthened this 
favourable atmosphere by the form- 
tion of a permanent link between 
the ‘central organization representing 
industry in Japan and Great Britain, 
After a conference between the Mis 
‘ion and prominent leaders of Japan- 
xe industry, commerce, and finance, 
‘the following joint statement was is- 
med:— 

“As a result of cordial discussions 
between leaders of Japanese industry 
‘and commerce and the Britich “Tn- 
dustrial Mission, it was agreed in 
principle that it is desirable to set up 
Committees of the Japan Economic 
Federation and of the Federation of 
British Industries, in ‘Tokyo and Lon- 
don, respectively, In order to discuss 
questions affecting the industrial and 
commercial Interests of the two coun- 
flee, with a. view to arriving at a 
satistactory solution, 

“Tt was. further agreed that the] 
Japan “Eoonomic Federation and the 
FBI. should be recommended to put 
into practice a scheme of this nature 
without delay, “inthe interest of| 
mutually “beneficial trade. relations 
Datween Japan and Great Britain.” 

‘The outstanding problem in Japan 
Je that of population. Agriculture, 
says the report, offers no further fleld 
for employment since, broadly speal 
ing, every suitable acre of land. is 
‘already cultivated upon an intensive, 
sgeale, "Emigration, which would pro- | 
vide a remedy, does not seem pos-j 
‘ible for various reasons. In the frsi| 
place, a great deal of the territory! 
ultable for emigration Is not open! 
fo the Japanese. emigrant. In the | 
second piace, the Japanese are not by| 
ature desirous of emigrating. It is 
significant that there has. been very 
Little emigration of Japanese labour to 
Korea, and it is highly unlikely that 
there ‘will be at present any large- 
seale emigration to Manchoukuo, 


Costs of Labour 


In these circumstances the Japanese | 
Ihave definitely decided that the only’ 
Bromect of finding work for, thelr 
owing population ry. 
“It remains to be seen whether this| 
‘policy will prove the solution, and in! 
particular whether their very effi- 
clency will not defeat the object they 
have in view by the displacement of 
man power through the machine. ‘The 
fact remains, however, that in the 
‘opinion of the Japanese Government 
and nation a further and intensive 
Industrialization of Japan is the only 
possible policy open to them.” 

‘On the question whether the success | 
of Japanese industry is due to the 
level of wages and the conditions of 
work, the report says:— 

“Japanese wages are low in terms 
of money as compared with those paid 
In, say, Great Britain, It is, however, 
‘not the money wages which count but 
the question whether the wages re- 
‘eelved enable the workman to satisfy 

» bis requirements and to live the life 
‘he desires. In considering the stan- 
‘dard of life in Japan 3s compared 
with that of Western coifntries, there 
ls one point above all which must 
de borne in mind—namely, that the

standard in Japan is totally different 
im_nature.... 

‘The question for the future 
Will a standard of lite approximately 
similar to that which existe to-day 
continue to satisfy the workpeople of 
Japan, or will there be within 
measurable time a serious rise in the 
cost of labour? Our own opinion is 
that as the industrial activities of 
Japan develop, new desires will be 





created which will tend towards a! 


higher level of wages, but that this 
process will be gradual and is not 
Ukely substantially to affect the com- 
petitive power of Japan for some 
years to come in normal cir 
‘cumstances. ‘There are certain quite 
definite factors which operate in 
favour ot the retention of low money 
wages in Japan.” 

‘Although the conditions of factory 
labour in Japan cannot compare with 
the more expensive standard prevail- 
ing in Great Britain, it is a mistake, 
the report says, to consider them 
a whole unsatistactory from the point 
‘of view of the Japanese “workman. 
“The above remarks. both aa regards 
‘wages and conditions of labour, refer 
to “the factory industries of Japan. 
We are well aware that in addition 
to the factories there is a large part 
of Japanese industry, especially’ in 
the lighter trades, which Is carried 
fon in the homes of the people. We 
had no opportunity of investigating 
this for ourselves, but we were Ine 
formed that conditions in these home 
industries are very far trom satis 
factory, and that they represent a 
factor’ in Japanese economic life, free 
from factory regulations, which tends 
to depress both the level of wages 
and the standard of life of the whole 
‘economic organization.” 

‘One advantage that Japanese in- 
dustry has over British, it is re- 
‘marked, is that the per capita burden 
of public debt in Japan at present is 
‘extremely small compared with that 
in Great Britain. Another cause 
whien has contributed to Japanese 
industrial progress is the rapid spread 
‘of rationalization and co-operation 
‘in buying, manufacturing. and selling 

Improving Quality 

‘The Mission observed not only an 
inerease in the actual power to pro- 
duce in Japan, tut a rise in ‘the 
quality of her products. “Great at 
tention,” they say, “is being directed 
at the ‘present moment towards m= 
proving quality as well as keeping 
down prices. We must place on rec 
‘ord our belief that it would be un- 
wise to assume that the future ex- 
port activities of Japan will be limited 
to cheap goods of low quality.” 

‘Apart from the modernity of plant 
and organization, “Japan possesses Jn. 
her national spirit "a. great assot. 
From early childhood every Japanese 
hhag the principles of loyalty,  dis- 
cipline, and industry inculeated into 
him or her.... The Japanese Govern- 
ment plays a great part, both in the 
direction and in the encouragement 
of | ‘ndustry....Certain basic in- 
dustries have received remissions in 
taxation. ‘To certain new industries 
Whlen it was desired to establish, 
temporary remissions or exemptions 
from taxation have been granted. 
Pecuniary assistance, small. however, 
in amount has been given towards 
the formation of guilds and export 
asvosiations. Credit facilities at low 
rates o* interest have also been pro- 
vided by the Government.

and in the purchising' power of 
America, which is her’ greatest 
‘customer, have undermined the basis 
‘of her most valuable export industry. 
Unless silk ean be produced at a 
profit and sold in sufficient volume. 
ft would appear doubtful whether: 
the manu’rcturing industries and the 
services will be sufficient to maintain 
‘equili brium in the Japanese econom’e 
system. 

‘The producers of raw silk are not 
only section of the agricultural 
Population which has been hard hit. 
‘Agriculture as a whole is un- 
Femunerative and great. hardships 
hhave been suffered by those engaged 
jn Toe resoation of egriatiral 
prosperity is a ‘and vital 
problem for Japan. It is difficult to 
‘see what effective action’ can be 
taken at the moment to solve it, 
Jexcept by the expensive methods of 
‘subsidy, which may well” throw a 
considerable strain upon Japan's 
financial resources. 

‘At the moment unemployment is 
‘small, but the Mission believe that| 
Japan is bound to be faced before 
long by an unemployment problem 
of, considerable magnitude ax her 
Pépulation increases. 

Japan and World Trade 

Replying to the question of what 
will be the effect “of Japanese in- 
dustry upon the world, the report 
says:—"It is highly probable that 
‘Japanese exports of ‘wool textiles, 
certain forms of chemicals and light 
precision and other machinery will 
become increasingly evident. Wo 
do not, however, believe for one | 
Instant’ that Japan is in a position 
to capture world trade, either in all 
‘markets or in all products, or tc 
destroy the highly developed ” in- 
ddustries of the West, and in_parti- 
‘cular those of our 





cherish the illusion “that Japan i 
Igoing to run every other country 

Out of business.” 

In regard to the future industrial 
policy of Great Britain to Japan, the 
Feport saysi— 

“We feel that anything in the! 
ature of a trade war between the 
two countries is not desired by tho| 
peoples of Great Britain and Japan 
Tis “ultimate effect would certainly 
be beneficial to no one. In particul 
ft would have unfortunate effects 
‘upon the prosperity of the producers 
of the raw material which Japan 
urchase so plentifully from coun- 
fries which are important markets 
for British goods, and whose pur- 
‘chasing capacity depends upon thelr 
‘sales of raw materials. 

“We feel that a better and more 
statesmanlike method, and one more 
in keeping with ‘the | traditional 
friendship between the two coun 
tries, would be to seck a means of 
co-operation between British and 
Japanese industry. Tt might be by 
conscious directional control ot 
exports; by means of markets upon 
f percentage or some other quantita 
tive basis; by some similar agreo- 
‘ment on a territorial basis; by mutual 
‘action to develop in co-operation 
some of the more backward markets 
of the world; by agreements on 
the level of export prices; by some 
rationalization of production accord 
ing to type and quality; or by joint 
manufacturing activities. 

“We feel that the time has come| 
when co-operation should be possible 
We do not hold the view that 
British industry will be unable to 
hold ite place” in world trade in 
competition with Japan. We do, 
however, feel that a ‘reasonable 
adjustment between the industries ot 
the two countries will not only be to 
their own advantage, but will con- 
tribute towards a ‘restoration of 














In regard to the economic position 
in Manchoukuo, the Mission's in- 
vestigations led’ them to conclude 
that it is dificult to overestimate the 
importance of the part played by 
the South Manchuria Railway in the 
development of the country. The 
SMR. can best be compared with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway in the 
early days of Canada and with the 
Chartered Company in Rhodesia. 
Manchoukuo is an agricultural 
‘country, and the report believes that| 
‘agriculture will, on the whole, con- 
tinue for a long time on what may 
be called traditional Chinese lines. 
“Although there is some opening for 
agricultural machinery, we feel 
bound to state that in’ our opinion 
a development of the market on any 
considerable scale cannot be antici- 
ated in the immediate future, nor 
fn fact until such time as increase 


‘Apart from he "construction, 
‘new lines, another pressing problem 
‘which will face Manchoukuo ‘will be 
the reconstruction and reconditioning | 
of the Chinese Esstern Railway, 
once the details of the purchase of 
that line have been finally settled 
with the Soviet Government. 





Inthe past the bulk of the sea 
borne traffle of Manchoukuo went 
Yhrough the ports of Dairen, New- 
chwang, and Antung, of which the 
first is infinitely the most important. 
‘A port which is worthy of mention. 
is Hulutzo, The position with re- 
gard to developments there is some- 
what obscure, but the Mission believe 
that it is intended in due course to 
establish this port as an important 
outlet for the produce of the prov- 
ince of Jehol. 

‘The roads in the past have been. 
primitive, but new and up-to-date 
roads are already in existence, and 
Jn patricular great activity is being 
displayed in the neighbourhood of 
the principal cities with a view to 
improving road communication. 
Omnibus services “are. already 
established, and there will” undouet- 
edly be @ growing demand for omnl- 
buses, lorries, and other forms of 
motor traction. 

Cities are gradually being trans- 
formed into cities of a modern type, 
by a well-thought-out system of, 
town-planning. In addition to hous- 
ing and other bullding activities, 
‘great energy Is being displayed in 
the extension of the telegraph, tele- 
phone, and radio services, the es 
fablishment of water and sewage 
schemes, ete, 

Development 

‘Three points are specially insisted 
‘upon in the report:— 

(Q) Manchoukuo is essentially an 
agricultural country, and it is” be- 
Meved that the authorities fully 
realize that the chief care for the 
future must be the development of 
its agricultural resources. 

(2) The establishment of new in 
dustries will depend to a consider- 
able extent upon the readiness of the 
Japanese to embark on industrial en= 
terprises in Manchoukuo. ‘The Mis- 
‘sion feet rather doubtful whether the 
Japanese will consider it wise in 
thelr own interests to foster unduly 
the creation of industries in Man- 
choukuo, except such as are com- 
plementary to her own, 

(3) Finally, an imporiant factor in 
the situation’ Is the declared inten 
tion of the Manchoukuo Government 
to keep a control over the extent to. 
which Industry may establish Itself 
in the State, especially as regards 
the basic industries or those “which 
are essential from the point of view 
‘of national defence. Such industries 
fare subject to control and eanno’ be 
‘established without the consent, and 
to a greater or less degree under the 
authority, of the Manchoukuo Gov. 
ernment. But if the British olf in- 
terests who have sunk much capital 
in “Manchoukuo and have alded In 
the development of that country re 
celve treatment which prejudices 
thelr interests, this will act as a de- 
terrent to foreign  capital—British 
‘and other—trom embarking upon en= 
terprises in that part of the world. 

Development in the future, the re= 
port declares, will be chiefly In the 
Hines of communteation, housing, 
modern amenities, and mining. Great. 
industrial development in the or~ 
dinary sense of the term ts hardly 
to be anticipated in the near future 
in Manchoukuo, except for special 
products. 








Finances 


A central bank, entitled the Cen- 
tral Bank of Manchou, was establish 
ed at Hsinking tn 1992. It took ihe 
place of the four previously existing 
note-issuing banks. It has the sole 
Fight of issue, with the rights "of 
‘coining money. The capital 
provided partly by means of 
from Japan and partly trom internal 
resources. “In our opinion there is 
likely to be a heavy drain upon the 
financial resourees of Manchoukuo if 
fher present policy ot development 
continues, as indeed we believe it 
will continue. We feel that there is 
8 possibility that Manchoukuo may 
ultimately “have to surrender the 
‘yuan and adopt in Its place the yen, 
‘which is now a purely paper eur- 
rency. Such a change would be a 
substantial help to ie export busl- 
ness of Manchoukuo. Great demands. 
fare likely to fall upon the finances of 
Manchoukuo im the future, and it is 
dimeult to see how they will be met 
without a continuance of substantial 
‘support from Japan.’ 

One of the most dimcult problems 
faced the authorities after 1951 was. 
the lawlessness caused by hordes of 
bandits. ‘The Mission believe that 
banditry may continue to give 
trouble for two or three years to 
‘come. But to-day it may best be 
described as being still a nuisance in 
certain districts, but no longer a 
danger, nor a serious deterrent to 
trading activities. Apart from: ban 
ditry there is the question of the 
state of the administration of the 
law. Progress has been made to- 
wards pldcing the legal system upon 
2 sound basis, but “we do not think 
that the authorities would deny that 
|much still remains to be done before 
foreigners can. look with complete 
confidence to the local law courts for 
the settlement of such cases as are

attempting to soothe his feel'ngs 
by plucking at the strings of a lyre, 
The argument seemed a sound one 
and his foreign protagonist w. 
nonplussed for an answer until it 
occurred to him that the chances 
of this particular member of any 
Chinese orchestra ever getting so 
far Heaven must be particularly 
remote, A man whose life has been 
‘spent hammering on hollow bi-eks 
of wood, raising an indescribable 
din, can hardly be said to have 
spent it well or profitably. No 
matter how excellent his motives, 
can such a person claim a blame- 
ess past? And the foreigner ans- 
‘wered emphatically, No! 

+ Of course this reply ralsed the 
whole question of the difference 
between oriental and occidental 
musie—semi-tones, quarter tones 
semi-demi-quavers, percussion and 
Tepercussion, a number of 
things that neither party to 
the discussion knew very much 
about. Such a little handicay. as 
Ignorance of their subject does 
not hinder, and never has done, 
those disputatiously minded from 
having their bit of fun, however. 
‘The Chinese recalled the old state~ 
‘ment that oriental music Is infin- 
Htely finer and subtler thon ocel- 
dental. What the occidental in his 
materialism considered just going 
out of tune was, in reality, a divi- 
sion of a note which was incom- 
prehensiole to a race which boasted 
that it had risen to power on roast 
beet and beer. ‘The occidental 
might, he conceded, be able to split 
an atom or a molecule or anything 
else that had much better be left 
alone and in any event had never 
done him any harm, But could he 
split a musical note to the fineness 
quite simple to a Chinese? No! The 
Chinese could even appreciate and 
admire an occidental scientist who 
could split an atom. This showed 
‘a magnanimity of outlook that did 
the race great credit. Contrast the 
foreigner. Could he admire a 
Chinese singer splitting a note? No, 
he called it going flat or sharp—a 
discord. Was that tolerant or 
magnanimous? 


‘The foreigner winced. Privately 
he believed that half the tolersnce 
found in the world to-day arose 
from unconquerable laziness; if 
people were only energetic enough 
to act up to their principles there 
would not be so much worship of 
broadmindedness. But, of course, 
he dared not say so. To admit at 
the beginning of a discussion that 
the mind {s narrow would be to 
‘emulate the King in Alice in Won- 
derland who ordered the jury to 
consider their verdict before they 
had heard any evidence. The 
wince also covered his memories of 
banquets in the far interlor when, 
with the mistaken idea that they 
were pleasing him, generous hosts 
had ordered sing-song girls into 
‘the presence and had provided 
them with stools close to his ear so 
that he might the better take in 
their half, quarter, and eighth 
tones. ‘The accompanist was al- 
ways a man with a squeaky fladle, 
who rasped along sometimes ahead 
of the songster and sometimes be- 
hind, but at all times with a 
magnificent disregard for the more 
tender feelings of his audience. The 
forelgner had noticed that, efter 
such a soul-shaking experience, 
there was always a great deal of 
brandy drunk, and it had cecurred 
to him then’ that an interesting 
subject for inquiry might be 
whether there was a lnk between 
‘the two.

For purely physical rea 
Sons it would seem that the throat 
production would enable the singer 
to hit the note well and truly in 
the middle every time he or she 
tried it, whereas, owing to the 
shape of the mouth, the percentage 
of bulls-eyes on notes from a singer 
producing the voice from the mouth 
‘would be considerable less than a 
hundred. He argued that the

—that the singer could not always 
be sure of producing precisely the 
same sound every time, but could 
always score a good inner. The 
first high C, to vary the metaphor, 
might fall like a bird which has 
received a full charge of shot: the 
second might only be winged. 
Foreigners anxious to make the 
best out of everything Chinese had 
analyzed this winged note as if the 
singer had not intended to hit it 
full, and had evolved the theory 
of Semi-demi-cighth tones to ac- 
count for it, capping their logic 
with the admission that the ceel- 
dental could not understand it.

Was 
‘he to believe, he asked when he 
had suficiently recovered from the 
shock, that the foreigner was one 
of those who refused to admit that 
anything good could come out of 
Cathay?

«Personal Impressions 
After listening to the various

ROSE-COLOURED RUSSIA 


Exsrwarm From P, Edouard 
Herriot. Translated by "Phyllis 
Megroz. Gollancz, London. 10/6. 

It is a pity that M. Herriot did not 
Jeut down his book by a third. At its 
present length it is frankly boring in 
parts, especially the beginning. which 
is a" pity, for his chapters on the 
USSR.. though somewhat uncritical, 
are fascinating. 

He travelled to Russia via Greece, 
Bulgaria and Turkey and consumes a 
disproportionate amount of space 
retailing past histories of these coun- 
tries, and giving a rather guide-book 
Jaccount of his trip through them. “He 
'S uncritically enthusicstie about 
[Turkey and writes of it as though it 
were a democratic republic controlled 
by. Mustapha Kemal's remarkable 
‘personality. 

It isa great pity that an index was: 
Inot included in the book, for it would 
then be an extremely useful work of 
reference. The author takes us 
through the Museum of the Revolu- 
tion and gives an account of the whole. 
‘of the revolutionary movement in 
Russia from its seventeesth-century 
origin in the revolt of Stenka Razin 
Jdown to Lenin. 

Particularly interesting Is the ac- 
‘rount of the part played by various 
Russian writers, Pushkin, Gogol and 
lespecially Dostotevsky whose Chris 
tian and compassionate attitude makes 
his radicalism so attroctive to M.! 
Herriot. 

It is when one comes tc the chapters 
[describing what is actually going on 
In Russia ‘now, that one wonders 
whether Herriot did not wear his 
rose-coloured glasses too continuously 
Jon his trip. Russia's achievement in 
the last five years has. been simply 
‘amazing. From being the fourth in- 
dustrial country in the world she has 
risen to second, being surpassed only 
by the United ‘States and her other 
achievements are in proportion. But 
tts useless to pretend that this 
[Progress has not been achieved by 
the infliction of terrible hardships on 
certain sections of the people. -Pos- 
sibly it is the only road to Rus 
redemption, but it will only prejudice 
her case to pretend that it Is a 
paradise for the workers. full of keen 
Joxperts and scientists “who gladly 
make what sacrifices thoy have to for 
the beneflt’ of future generations. 
‘Russia has achieved enough without 
this, “to be the most interesting 
Jcountry in the world at this moment, 
Jond the ills she has been through will 
Jonly make her well-wishers more 
Jenthuslastic for her ultimate success. 

M., Herriot was told by M. Litvinov 
that’ Russia “adheres tigidly toa 














policy of non-interference in the 
internal affairs of China,” but when 





Jot the Union he says thot MM. Ys 
Slavski, ‘Soviet Delegate’ to Burlat- 
Mongolia, claims that the rote of this

[Communist ‘Party, assist it to con 
stitute its army and act {v every way 

an outpost” Buriat-Mongolia is an 
Sutonomous state, but this. policy is 
obviously inspired by Moscow, and it 
was uncritical of M. Herriot to accept 
both statements without comment.

‘Three hundred survivors from the 
Jearth, picked largeiy for their scien- 
{tide attainments, have alignied irom 
Ja “spaceship” on a strange planet 
where they attempt to build up a 
new civilization, Such, backed up 
by a wealth of plausible astronomical 
Jdetail, is the theme of this sequel to. 
“When Worlds Collide.” And when 
Jwe find that the new planet, Bronson 
‘Beta, contains the well-preserved re- 
mains of a civilization much higher 
{than our own, the stage is temptingly

Fantasy and fate are cleverly in- 
terwoven in an enjoyable collection 
of short ‘stories by Mr. Louis!

Mr. Golding, whose 
syle favours the moderns, bas 
succeeded in imparting rere power to.

Not always does he stoop to 
mundane explanations in his fourth 
dimensional excursions of which 
“The Call of the Hand” is a typical 
example. In this, two brothers bound 
together by a hand are first spirituat- 
ly separated: by the insane jealousy

love, inevitably,’ at first sight. One 
brother severs the hand bound to his 
end Kills his brother. Eventually he, 
marries the woman they both loved, 
only to return to his native village 
and answer the weird call of his 
brother's hand which leads him sure 
as fate to the grave of the murdered 
man where the offender is found 
dead, 


The title story has to do with 
the dreams of far-away places which 
melt into nothingness with actual 
‘contact. Only in his romantic vision- 
jings tn Doomington can the Wander- 
er find the splendcur of reality. 
‘There are stories of prize fighters, 
‘of hauntings, of poignant humans as 
frall and as faible as most of us, 
all reflecting a charm that invests all 
‘with a quaint fascination, Mr. Gold- 
ing seems to possess the rare ability 
of “translating the unearthly into a

yet graphic style. For those who like
